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INSURANCE.—CHINA RISKS. 

Tae ingurance companies have reduced their premiums on 
China produce per steamers via the Canal, and rates now 
stand—for tea, from Hankow, 603. ; from Shanghai and 
Foochow, 503.; Hong Kong, 45s, with average ; for silk, 
5a. less; and these rates are irrespective of season. The 
premiums per sailing vessels remain the same, viz., for tea, 
Hankow, 100s. ; Shanghai and Foochow, 70s. ; Hong Kong, . 
60s., with a return of 93. 6d. per cent. for season ; silk, 10a. 
less ; so that in season there is only a difference of 4 per 
cent. between steam and sailing vessels. 

The duration of risk by steamer is two months or less 
against four to five months by ship. Are not the rates, there- 
fore, still too high ? Goods forwarded to Shanghai are writ- 
ten by steamer, via Canal, at 35s. per cent., and the risk of 
average on tea is certainly not worth 15s. extra. Silk by 
the P. and O. route, which involves discharge at Suez, land 
carriage, and reloading at Alexandria, is written at 30s. per 
cent., while the reduced rate by steamers direct—many of 
which make the through voyage within a few days of the 
time occupied by the P. and O.—is half as much again. 
The offices cry out loudly each time a reduction is wrung 
from them by the cutting in of competitora for a share ia 
business universally regarded as the most paying for under- 
writers ; but surely it is the maintenance of these high, and 
in the case of silk exorbitant, rates which induces the com- 
petition. 

There is some talk of a scale of premium for different 
classes of steamers, but this can never be carried out, and is 
a dangerous experiment ; the lowest figure on the scale will 
quickly become the level to which all willsink. Let under- 
writers limit their line by second and third-class steamers, 
or, better still, let merchants show a sensible selection and 
eschew those tubs with a funnel misnamed full-powered 
steamers, who take steam rates but ships’ dates. It was 
always a marvel to us in the old sailing-ship days that mer- 
chants would ship their produce by third-rate colliers at 

the same rate as by A 1 clippers, running the chance of de- 
terioration, the certainty of detention ; whereas a delay 
of two or three weeks in shipment would have landed their 
produce two or three weeks earlier, and in better condition. 
There have been of late some more favourable symptoms of 
the desire to support good steamers only, and if shippers will 
be more particular in this respect they will not only benefit 
themselves by safer and more rapid carriage, but will enable 
underwriters to grant a rate more commensurate with the 
risks run ; 50s. from Hankow, 45s. from Shanghai and Foo- 
chow, and 40s, from Hong Kong is what rates will come to 
by steamers before long, and if the present offices do not 
quickly agree to these they will have fresh opponents. 





In the London and China Telegraph of the 10th inst. we 
published a report, furnished by our Nagasaki correspondent, 
that the United States Minister at Yedo has notified the 
right of American citizens to visit the island of Amaxa, 
on the ground that it is part of the Imperial dominions in- 
cluded in the Tieaty. We are ata loss to understand how 
the American Minister can claim this privilege, seeing that 
Amaxa js certainly not included in the plans of the port, 
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which may be seen at almost every Consulate in Nagasaki. 
Neither can we perceive any other inducement, since Amaxa 
is a place of no commercial importance, and has never been 
visited except now and then by a few officers in the shooting 
season, when they have been well received by the natives. 
We think the demand is likely to interfere with our amicable 
relations with the Japanese, and we hope it has been given up. 


Tae directors of the P. and 0. Company have decided on 
despatching the Khedive and Indus from Southampton, and 
not from Liverpool. The former vessel will leave on May 6 
with the usual mails for Alexandria, and then proceed through 
the Canal to Suez, taking the following mails, passengers, 
&c., to Calcutta. The Jndus will be despatched on the 11th 
as an eXtra steamer direct to Hong Kong through the Canal, 
taking passengers and cargo. The rates of freight per Zndus 
will be 85s. to Singapore and Hong Kong, 115s. to Batavia, 
115s. to the northern ports of China, and 125s. to. Yokohama, 
per ton of 40 feet, free of primage. The Airzcpore will be 
launched on the 14th May at Greenock. 


WE have now to announce that the steamers Great North- 
ern and Africa, with the sections of submarine cable to con- 
neot Shanghai and Wladiwostok (Possiett Bay), will leave 
London about the 30th inst. This section will complete the 
lines of the Great Northern Company between London and 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, which will probably be working 
in July. This, with the completion of the China Submarine 
Cable from Singapore to Hong Kong, expected next month, 
will give us a duplicate line to China. 


WE find the announcement in our last as to the arrival in 
London of Sir Harry Parkes from Japan to be an error. 
He is coming by the San Francisco route, and will probably 
not reach London until June. 


Mr. Henry Ernest Butwer, C.M.G., letely Receiver-Ge- 
neral of Trinidad and Administrator of the Government of 
Dominica, will succeed Mr. Pors-Hennessy as Governor of 
Labuan. 


Cuuna How and the members of the Chinese Mission 
have had an unofficial interview with M. Taiers at Ver- 
sailles. We understand that the official reception will take 
place in a few days. 


THE WESTMINSTER REVIEW 
AND OUR RELATIONS WITH CHINA. 

WE noticed in our last an article in the Westminster Re- 
view, and we now proceed to notice the same more at length. 
Opening with an attempt to explain how the Tientsin mas- 
sacre came about, the Reviewer discusses the position of the 
French Government in China and of the Catholic mission- 
aries, both of which are severely condemned on what we must 
consider very slender evidence. The French Government, 
we are told, uses violence and performs “ war-dances” at 
Peking, but the only instance given is the rash behaviour of 
a Charge d’Affaires in 1866 on the occasion of a massacre of 
Christians in Korea. As, however, the Chargé was, on the 
Reviewer's own showing, recalled, it is rather unreasonable 
to lay his follies to the charge of the Government, which 
showed its disapproval by recalling him. Again, “ the ambi- 
“ tious designs of the Roman Catholic priesthood, in offering 
“ to native converts the protection of the French Govern- 
“ ment in resisting their own authorities,” seems to us little 
better than a libel ; and the statement that the influence of 
the French Government and the “Romish hierarchy has 
“ only been maintained by raising up within the Empire a 
“ polity presided over by priests, and by stirring up strife,” 
is also unsupported by facts. That the spurious alliance 
between the French Government and the Propaganda has 
been pregnant with mischief we will not deny, but the Re- 
viewer makes rather too much of the stock story about 
10,000 persons having suddenly joined the Christian com- 
munion in Szechuen for political purposes, a story which, 
by being copied into various papers, acquired a kind of au- 
thenticity which its anonymous character scarcely merited. 
This question, though interesting in itself, like the origin of 
evil or the theory of Republicanism, is nevertheless uncon- 
nected with the subject of the Tientsin Massacre, nor does 
the Reviewer attempt to supply the link by which the two 
may be joined. We will, therefore, follow our author to 
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the consideration of the practices of the Sisters of 
Charity at Tientsin, and of the French Consul there, as 
being colourably interwoven with the causes of the massacre. 
There were loud accusations among the excited Chinese 
against the Sisters of kidnapping and mutilating children. 
The Reviewer favours the belief that there was this much 
foundation for the suspicion that the Sisters did give gratui- 
ties to those who brought them children. This, he admits, 
was strenuously denied by the local press (not unlikely to be 
well-informed). He will ere this, however, have found out 
that Mr. Wape, who has all along betrayed a willingness tc_ 
incriminate everybody but the Chinese, and who began his 
correspondence with this very accusation, withdrew it on 
the 16th July (Despatch No. 34 in Blue-book). That the 
Sisters of Charity received into their charge sickly children, 
not likely to live long, is explicable on other grounds than 
a fanatical faith in the efficacy of infant baptism. It would 
be a singular foundling hospital that rejected all but the 
robust children, and as the highest Chinese authorities have 
attested that the establishment of the Sisters at Tientsin 
was very like the Chinese Foundlings, the mystery on which 
so much stress is laid by the Reviewer seems to us to be 
somewhat overdrawn. The extract from a “ private letter 
“from a gentleman whose official position enabled him to 
“ know the facts” is only calculated to mislead, as, in the 
first place, the extract itself bears internal evidence that the 
gentleman could only have learned the so-called facts on 
common hearsay, and in the second, it is so strongly biassed 
against the Roman Catholics as to deprive its statements of 
any value, even if the writer had direct knowledge of the 
real facts, which he had not. 

Then, as to M. Fontanter “ conducting himself in a very 
violent manner,” and firing on the Chi-hien, which the Re- 
viewer would have us believe caused the mob instantly to 
set upon and kill MM. Fonranigr and Sraon, we need only 
again refer to Mr. Wave, who, in the first instance, adopted 
the same Chinese story as true, but who subsequently, on 
the 12th October, became convinced that it was false. The 
story, indeed, never had any better testimony than the as- 
sertion of certain Chinese officials who had the strongest 
incentive to making out a case which would place 
M. Fontanter, and not them, in the wrong; aud whose 
statements, even without the special motive for falsifica. 
tion, would naturally be received with caution, the repu- 
tation of the mandarins for honesty not being so high 
as to place their bare word above all suspicion. The 
credulity of the Revicwcr—a credulity worthy of the pre- 
rationalistic period so aptly described by our author -is 
not confined to the unhesitating acceptance of statements 
made by those who are least entitled to credence. There 
is a credulity in regard to facts also, in which he invites us 
to join him, which can only be accounted for on the theory 
that the conditions which regulate human volition are assumed 
by our author to be different in China from what they are in 
any other known portion of the world. Let us see what he 
asks us to believe. Exonerating the magistrates from the 
charge which the French Minister brought against them of 
instigating the Massacre, our author maintains that without 
any incitement, a feeling of uncontrollable alarm for their 
own safety and that of their families had been aroused in p28 
minds of the populace of Tientsin in consequence of a va%ue 
suspicion of the Romish practices of kidnapping and muti- 
lating children ; that this feeling grew so strong that a peo- 
ple so singularly unsympathetic, so indifferent to each other's 
welfare as the Chinese, left their ordinary avocations in thou- 
sands, and massacred twenty people, of whom they, by the 
Reviewer's confession, knew nothing. Not a single one of the 
Fire Brigade or Voluntcers had lost a child ; not one uf them 
had a friend who had lost a child ; not one had so much as 
heard of any child being missing ; and yet they were moved 
to assemble on one day, on one spot, armed with murderous 
weapons, and bent on massacre, moved by the spontaneous 
action of a mere abstract suspicion! It is really a little too 
much for our belief. We confess the combustible material is 
all there, but we must refuse to believe in the spontaneous 
explosion. We want to know who applied the match. Nor 
is this far toseek, for the Reviewer himself has not concealed it. 

“From the literary classes,” he tells us, “ we may be cer- 
tain will emanate any danger that may arise ;” “ probably 
“the first circumstance that concentrated and increased the 
“ suspicions against the Priests and Sisters was the publication 
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“of a proclamation by the Chifu or Prefect ;” “an inoen- 
diary proclamation.” To give point to this proclamation, 
which was directed against the Roman Catholics, two men 
were decapitated for kidnapping, whom even certain of the 
literati ventured to assert were innocent strangers, sacrificed 
merely to feed the fire ignited by the Chifu. There is 
surely enough in these and such like admissions to indicate 
where the missing link, the “match,” is to be found. In 
another part of the article our author declares that “it will 
“increase the reputation of officials with the literary (the all- 
“ powerful) classes, if they are known to be hostile to fo- 
“reigners ; and this hostility,” he adds, unconsciously point- 
ing the moral of his own efforts at exculpation, “can scarcely 
“ prove injurious to them so long as they refrain from per- 
“ forming any overt act.” But we need say no more on this 
head. The guilt or innocence of Cauna How is a question 
on which our author next waxes warm, so much go as rather 
to overstate the case put by those who acouse him of being 
accessary to the crime. No one that we have heard of has 
held that Cuuna How instigated the Massacre, and in the so- 
called “truculent ” letter of the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce, quoted by the Reviewer, a marked distinction is 
drawn between the degree of guilt attaching to CauNne 
How and to the Magistrate and Prefect of Tientsin ; 
indeed, it is very plain that but for his being sent on what 
the China community considered a dangerous mission to 
France, Couna How. would have escaped the direct and 
strong censure which has overtaken him. In defence of 
Cauna How the Reviewer makes some statements which 
are a little inconsistent ; for instance, he lays considerable 
stress on the fact that Cauna How was not a territorial. offi- 
cial in Tientsin, that it was not his business, in fact, to take 
cognizance of what was going on; while in another place 
(p. 420) he asserts that Cauna How held the power of life 
and death there, and that “immediately after the massacre 
he assumed full control” (p. 426), the very time, of all others, 
when he would have shirked any responsibility that he could. 
Bat Cauna How’s innocence is chiefly established, in the 
Reviewer's opinion, by the fact which he frequently quotes, 
that the foreign representatives on the spot had acquitted 
him. “Count RocuecHouanrt, the French Charge d’ Affairs,’ 
he tells us, “and Mr. Wave have both investigated the 
“ matter on the spot, and come to the conclusion that CauNG 
“ How was not guilty of anything more than negligence; but 
“ this fact has but little weight with the foreign communities.” 
This is not to be wondered at, seeing the fact itself seems to 
be of the most apocryphal kind. We should like to know 
where the history of the so-called “ investigation” is written, 
the only authentic source of information within our reach 
being silent in regard to anything that can even in charity | 
be called “an investigation.” Nor do we find any evidence 
that Count RocHecHourt or Mr. WaDE, with or without in- 
vestigation, did exoulpate Counc How, and such a view would 
hardly be consistent with what Mr. WapE wrote on October 
12 to Earl GranvitLe :—“ What is important is that Cauna 
« How knew what was going to happen ten days beforehand. 
ee I am certain that this is a fact; and, if Couna 
* How was so well informed, it is vain to suppose that the 
“ Central Government was left in ignorance.” So much for 
“ exculpation.” 

The mission of Counc How to France is of course the 
thing that has raised this curious discussion, and our Re- 
viewer, specially inspired, is able to give us a translation of 
the letter of credence of which Cuuna How is the bearer. 
It isnot likely that the Westminster Review keeps a body of 
sinologues on its staff, but, whether or no, the dispute, which 
is still open, concerning the translation of the BurLincamn 
credentials warns us to be slow to accept the first version 
offered to us of these most mysterious of all State papers. 
But, as Mr. Burwineamn’s credentials gave no indication 
whatever of the functions he took on himself, so may the 
purely apologetic mission of Cauxa How develop into an 
enterprise of more extended interest. So far as they go, 
there is a unity of design in the two missions that may be 
curtly described thus—Mr. BuRLINGAME came to Europe to 
deprecate the anger of the civilised world before the event, 
while Cauna How comes to do the same thing after. 

We cannot close this article without congratulating the 
Reviewer on his attainments in practical philosophy, though 
probably he might shrink from the full consequences of his 
theory, that massacre is a thing to be expected from semi- 
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civilised China, and that the error lies in not seeing that 
nothing better is to be expected of them. This doctrine is 
after Lord GranviLLe's own heart ; and though his Lordship, 
in common with our Reviewer, strongly condemns the mas- 
sacring habit in itself, neither the one nor the other suggests 
any means of arresting these sanguinary operations. And 
this important conclusion to the discussion of the immediate 
question of the massacre is the more disappointing in the 
case of the Reviewer that he shows such a thorough grasp 
of the general political situation. It might not unreason- 
ably have been argued that the clear and concise rules 
he lays down for the general conduct of our relations 
are susceptible of particular application to such a case as 
that of the Tientsin massacre, were it not that the writer has 
himself conspicuously failed to make such application. To 
sum up, the first twelve pages of the article, though inte- 
resting in themselves, are more or less irrelevant to the sub- 
ject in hand ; the next twenty-one pages contain so much 
forced reasoning as to require great care in the reader who 
would avoid being misled ; but the last four pages are ex- 
cellent, and it is to be regretted that the maintenance of our 
Treaty rights, as the Reviewer urges, is a line of policy 
which is not likely to find favour with our present Govern- 
ment. 


TEA FREIGHTS FROM CHINA. 


_ (To the Editor of the Zondon and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—I confess I did not expect that your correspondent, “Old 
Canton,” would have found an ally in yourself in the matter of 
tea freights, although, I am glad to note, you admit “that the 
system has its weak points, and that once a bill of lading is signed 
the rate named therein should be final ”»—a conclusion | think all 
will agree to, and which, in reality, is what [ am contending for. 

The system, I fancy, must have originated in the youthful days 
of ‘ Old Canton,” when two or three clippers started with the first 
teas, and were often loaded before a rate was fixed. Matters are 
now entirely changed, and for one shipper then there are a dozen 
now. Why, then, should these parties be on a different footing to 
their brother-merchants in Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, Singapore, 
&c., all of whom when making a freight engagement keep it, 
taking the chance whether rates advance or recede. 

By the present system the captain is placed in an awkward 
position ; he receives instructions from his owners that if he can- 
not obtain a certain rate he is to proceed to Manila, Singapore 
&c., as the case may be. Finding he can obtain the limit for 
almost all his cargo, he lays the ship on, and advises his owner 
accordingly, who insures his freight at the estimated sum his ship 
willearn. Before she is finally loaded one or two gther vessels 
arrive (consigned probably to houses who have already shipped, 
by the going ship), and are circulated at five or ten shillings per 
ton less. Now is the moment for putting on the screw, and the 
unfortunate skipper must cither go away with his ship only partly 
laden (which has been done on more than one occasion), or reduce 
the rate on the whole of the cargo, even on that portion for which 
bills of lading have been signed and despatched on their way to 
England. I would ask any impartial business man whether this 
is fair or just, and should like to know what “ Old Canton” would 
say to a purchaser of his teas or shirtings who wished to stipulate 
that if before he took final delivery the market came down he 
should have the benefit of the reduction in price! My own ex- 
perience does not bear out what you state as to the China houses 
not caring for the consignment of vessels, as I have almost al- 
ways found them ready to give a certain amount of support at 
this end for the consignment of the ship abroad, where the five 
per cent. commission on a fair rate of freight is, I think you will 
find, not to be despised. In conclusion, I can only express a hope 
that the China houses will at once put themselves on the same 
footing as the merchants in all other Eastern ports, and do away 
with a system which I think can only be regarded by any impar- 
tial person as a grievance of which shipowners have every reason 
to complain.—I am, Sir, yours truly, A SurFrager.

CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 
LONDON, AND CHINA. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders in this bank was held at 
the oftices, Old Broad-atreet, on the 18th inst., Gzonce G. Nicox, Esq., 
chairman. The report and balance-sheet will be found in another 
column. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, remarked 
that the figures as regarded assets and liabilities, read, as usual, 
favourable for the position of the bank. The amount of cash, ballion, 
and Government securities were in exceas of what it stood at the last 
meeting, which was a favourable feature, as showing that the liabili- 
ties were fully covered. There was 4 falling off of £200,000 in the de- 
posits. That under ordinary circumstances would be a subject of re- 
gret ; but looking at the state of business for some time past, it was 
rather one of congratulation. Last year he had spoken with satisfac- 
tion upon the increase in the deposits of about a million, but aince 
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then such had been the difficulty of employing money profitably in 
India that a large amount of deposits had been found disadvantageous 
rather than otherwise. He had previously intimated the intention of 
reducing the interest on deposits, but inasmuch as a considerable por- 
tion of the money had been taken at a fixed rate of interest for fixed 
periods, the full effects of the change would not be realised until the 
end of the present year. The same policy would be continued, and 
the reduction would follow the change in value which money was un- 
dergoing throughout the world. Another canse of the unfortunate re- 
sult of the ycar in regard to profits was the fall in the rate of exchange 
in India, in which respect, however, he hoped that, before long, there 
would be animprovement. At the last meeting he stated that he antici- 
pated the last half would be better than the first half of the year, and so 
it had proved, but not to the extent that was expected. At the last 
meeting he stated that the amount to be written off for old bad debts 
would be £110,207, but it was found that that amount was slightly 
over-estimated, and they had now added to it the estimated loss on 
the debts of the past year at Bombay and Calcutta, in all 
about £7,000, which, as compared with the profits of the year, 
and under the circumstances of business during that period, 
was certainly not excessive, and contrasted favourably with other 
similar institutions. Upon the whole, he thought they might 
congratulate themselves that the logses had been so small. With 
regard to the future, he saw no cause for derpondency; on the 
contrary, he thought they had passed through the worat, and that, 
with the improvement in the rate of exchange, and the low price 
of Eastern produce, which must necessarily tend to the advantage of 
banking, as well as all other mercantile operations, and the safeguard 
against losses which the extension of telegraph communication 
afforded, they might look forward to more successfal results. (Hear, 
hear.) Answering a letter he had that morning received from a 
shareholder, he denied that the losses sustained by the bank had been 
continuous. During the last four years they had been trifling, and 
economy had been carried out to the fullest extent consistent with 
efficiency. ; 

A SHAREHOLDER called attention to the working of the bank, its 
expenses and results, and deprecated the large lock up of £224,000 in 
bank premises. He wished to know if it was likely that there would 
be any returns of the amount now written off for losses. 

Another SHAREHOLDER did not think that these comments were at 
all justifiable, and the matter dropped. 

Another SHAREHOLDER suggested that no addition should be made 
to the reserve fund until 8 per cent, dividend had been paid. 

A SHAREHOLDER expressed himself agreeably disappointed at the 
declaration of any dividend in the present half-year under the cir- 
cumstances. : 

In reply, the Cuatrman said he could not hold any hope of much 
being recovered from the overdue debts, nor could he promise that 
the future profits up to 8 per cent. should be allappropriated to divi- 
dend, inasmuch as the directors felt that it was of the greatest im- 
portance to reinstate the reserve which had been trenched upon to 
meet the losses. 

The report was unanimously adopted, and the retiring directors, 
Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Erskine, were re-elected. The proceedings 
terminated with a vote of thanks to the chairman and directors, 


CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND 
CHINA. 

The annual meeting of shareholders in this bank was held at the 
London Tavern on the 19th inst., T. A. MrronEett, M.P., in the chair. 

The report of the directors expressed the regret of the board at 
being unable to recommend the payment of a dividend. 

The Cuairman said he had a painful duty to discharge, and go pain- 
ful a circumstance had not happened to him during the whole twelve 
years he had been connected with the bank. Both himself and his 
co-directors were largely interested in the bank. Some shareholders 
had complained that the board did not call a half-yearly meeting in 
October last; but, as the only business of that meeting could be the 
declaration of a dividend, and as the board could not pay a dividend 
on account of the losses, they dispensed with the meeting, and sent out 
an explanatory circular to the shareholders. There was no reason for the 
great depression in the shares as quoted on the Stock Exchange. Prior 
to the present meeting the board invited all the largest shareholders to 
meet at the bank and hear a full explanation of its affairs, and make 
the fullest inquiry. The board hoped by that course to obviate any 
painful discugsion at the meeting, the only result of which might be, 
for a time to effect the bank’s credit in the East. Adverting to the 
report he said there wasa deficiency of £59,000, which forbade the hoard 
paying any dividend. The causesof the deficiency of profita were primarily 
that a large portion of the bank’s capital being laid down in the East, 
upon making up the accounts it was the custom of the board to take 
the capital laid down there at the rate of exchange on the day the ac- 
counts were closed. Acting upon this custom, it so happened that on 
the closing of the last accounte the rates of exchange were exceptionally 
low, thereby causing a depreciation of fully 4 per cent. on the capital 
laid down; secondly, the bank had passed through a great crisis 
in Bombay, where many failures had occurred. Besides that, the 
bank had advanced some £50,000 on certain goods warehoused 
at Shanghai, a great portion of which were fraudulently abstracted 
without the knowledge of the bank’s agent, and by this a loss 
of some £22,000 had been incurred. That amount was included 
in the estimate of £59,000, and, as usual, the board had taken 
the worst possible view. Looking back over twelve years, he 
considered the shareholders had no reason to be dissatisfied, as the 
bauk earned profits on the average of 10 per cent. per annum. For 
five yeara out of the twelve the bank’s profits averaged £95,000 
perannum. (Cheers.) Though the bank was for the moment as it 
were under a cloud by reason of the large and exceptional losses re- 
cently made, yet there was no reason why the bank should not return 
a good dividend in the future, and he had every reason for hoping 
that he should meet the shareholders this time next year under cir- 
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cumstances as bright as the present were cloudy. The deposits showed 
a reduction, consequent upon the diminution of the rate of interest 
from 6 to 5 percent. As an illustration of the adverse working of 
exchange in India, he might mention that the Budget of the Govern- 
ment of India showed a loss on exchange of £69,000. The accounts 
connected with the estate of Morgan, Melbourn, and Co., Batavia, 
were nearly all wound up, and the allowance of £38,000 had been 
found ample to cover the loss. He concluded by moving the adoption 
of the report and accounts. 

Mr. Jon Jones, chairman of the City Bank, seconded the motion. 

Mr. Apamson asked the Chairman if attention had been given to 
the expenses of management at home as well as the East. He would 
call attention to the fact that in their days of prosperity and ten per 
cent. dividends, the allowance to the board was increased to £4,000 
per annom. 

The Cnairman replied that the question had their serious considera- 

tion, and as it had been urged on them to bring in new directors of 
inftuence it was desirable to retain the old allowance, as no gentlemen 
of position could be found to give their time for less. He alluded to 
the appointment of Mr. Cassels, late of Bombay, and of the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Wiese, late of Siemssen and Co., China, who had qualified 
by the purchase of 100 shares, and who would be proposed at the next 
meeting. It was also intended to add another gentleman connected 
with Calcutta. 
" Mr. Casse.ts stated that he quite confirmed the opinion of the chair- 
man, and he was glad of the opportunity thus afforded him before the 
confirmation of his appointment by the shareholders. He thought it 
only due to himself to aay that the heavy losses had been incurred 
before he joined the board. 

The report wag then seconded, and passed unanimously, as alao the 
re-election of Mr. William Macnaghtan and Mr, John Jones as di- 
rectors, and the appointment of Mr. Gwyther as manager, in place of 
Mr. Adam, resigned on a pension of half salary. Mr. SLatre proposed 
the re-election of Mr. Thorp and Mr. Lewis as auditors, which was 
passed, as also a vote of thanks to the directors and Mr. Gwyther. 
Mr. Bert, of Messra. Armitstead and Co., in seconding the vote, said 
he had examined the accounts, and he was satisfied that ample allow~ 
ance had been made for all losses, and he had confidence in the future, 
so much ao that he had increased his holding of 








ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION MEETING. 

The annual general meeting was held on the 20th inst., at the offices 
of the Corporation ; James Bryra, Esq., in the chair. 

The report, which was noticed in our last, announced a net profit, 
including £7,962 brought forward, of £190,096 for the year, and pro- 
poses a dividend of 6 per cent. for the half-year, being at the same 
rate as was paid in the Poe half-year, and abeorbing together 
£180,000, carrying forward £10,096 to the credit of next account, was 
read by Mr. C. J. F. Sruant, the chief manager. 

The CuarrMaN, after declaring the dividend, which is to be paid 
clear of income-tax, moved the adoption of the ee and congratu- 
lated the meeting on the continued prosperity of the Bank. This was 
the tenth time they had paid 6 per cent. for the half-year, the annual 
dividend having been for the last five years at the rate of 12 per cent. 
Looking at the disasters that had occurred in the East and elsewhere 
during that period, they could rot but feel that the business had been 
well managed. (Cheers.) He paid a ea) compliment to Mr. Stuart, 
the chief manager, Mr. Campbell, the sub-manager, and the managers 
abroad, for their discretion and judgment in managing the extensive 
transactions which passed through their hands. (Hear, hear.) The 
present accounts were made up to the end of last year; but recent 
advices informed them that everything was going on in the most satis- 
factory manner. In conclusion, he expressed the regrets felt by him- 
self and colleagues at the loss the Corporation had sustained in the 
death of the late deputy-chairman, Mr. Walker. 

A SHAREHOLDER said that although 12 per cent. was a very satisfac- 
tory rate for those who bought shares at par, it was not for others, and 
in his case he only received 5 per cent., and he thought larger divi- 
dends should be given before nares the reserve fund, and he 
would like to know if the directora intended adding to that fand, and 
he would alzo like to know why the gross profits were not given as 
well as the net. 

Dr. Tom said that as the time of the charter was drawing near, he 
would like to know what steps were being taken for ite renewal, and 
he would like to know if the £90,000 in the balance-sheet as debts was 
fully secured by the landed property. - 

Another SHAREHOLDER called attention to the £20,000 standing 
over from the previous year to meet a possible loss at Bombay, which 
bh ‘nderstood had not been incurred. 

The CHarRMaN said, in reply to the various questions, that he 
trusced they would be in a position to add to the reserve fund, although 
it now stood at the substantial sum of £444,000; but before doing so 
they would certainly consult the shareholders. The gross profits were 
not stated in the published accounts, but the shareholders could be in- 
formed on application to the manager. The question of the renewal 
of the charter, which had atill eighteen months to run, had the atten- 
tion of the directors. The reserves of the bank were necessary for the 
large commitments of the bank all over the East. The landed pro- 
perty alluded to as covering £90,000 debts was ample cover for the 
sum due. The £20,000 in connection witha claim at Bombay had been 
absorbed in the profit and loss account. He had pleagare in recom- 
mending to the shareholders General Barn to fill the seat vacant by 
the lamented death of Mr. Walker. 

Mr. Stewart had much pleasare in seconding the election of General 
Burn as director, whom he had known in Hong Kong as manager of 
the Bank in 1848. 

The report was then unanimously carried, and Mr. Blyth and Mr. 
Walkinshaw were re-elected directors. The auditora were also re- 
elected. A vote of thanks to the directors and managers terminated 
the meeting.

The Hundred Years of Christianity in Japan is the title of 
an interesting and learned article in the Quarterly. The Portu- 
ese, as is well known, first brought the European prow into the 
fidian seas. In 1497 Vasco de Garnse doublet the stormy Cape 
and landed at Calicut on the Malabar coast. The Portuguese 
were the tyrants of the seas, and the terror of the Mecca pilgrims. 
They seized on a number of maritime stations, among others 
Ormuz, Diu, Malacca, and several of the Moluccas, whence they 
could command the trade of the East. They twice attempted to 
take Aden, but without success. Goa was their capital ; from it 
they ruled over most of the towns on the Malabar coast. An ap- 
lication was made to the Pope for two Jesuit missionaries to go 
out to India: Francis Xavier and Simon Rodriguez were sent. 
The latter was induced to remain in Portugal, but the former 
reached Goa in 1642, after a voyage of thirteen months, This 
apostle of the Indies was both the leader and director of a widely- 
spread missionary movement, conducted by a rapidly-increasing 
staff, not only of Jesuits, but also of priests and missionaries of 
other orders, as well as native preachers and catechists. Xavier 
reserved for himself the arduous task of travelling to regions as 
yet unvisited by any preachers of Christianity ; and his bold 
and impatient imagination was carried away by the idea of 
carrying the Cross to the countries of the farthest East. 
The islands of Japan, already known to Europe through the 
travels of Marco Polo, had been reached by the Portuguese 
only eight years before, namely, in 1541, and Xavier, while 
at Malacca, had conversed with navigators and traders who had 
visited that remote coast. A Japanese named Angero (Han- 
siro), pursued for homicide, fled to Malacca, where he was bap- 
tised under the name of Paul of the Holy Faith. He learned 
Portuguese quickly, and has left a short account of early Japan 
in the “ Epistole Indicw.”’ The missionaries appear to have been 
greatly struck with the external resemblance between Bhuddhism 
and Catholicism. Every one who has been in a Catholic chapel 
cannot have failed to have remarked its resemblance. Francis 
Xavier sailed for Japan in 1549, and, after a dangerous voyage, 
arrived in Kagosima, the native town of Angero. His first im- 
pressions were very favourable. Japan was then celebrated for 
its gold and pearls, but, owing to the smallness of trade, the country 
still remained poor. Five hundred years before the religion of 
Buddha had been introduced from China, and the ancient idols 
broken. But there was also in Japan a materialistic school of philo- 
sophy, as in India and China, confined to the upper classes, and 
only taught in secret. Xavier's discourses were numerously attended 
by the Bowzes, the nobility, and the common people. After a stay of 
two years he left Japan, in 1551, having made at least five hun- 
dred converts. One result of his labours was the formation of a 
mission, which, from Goa as a centre, radiated over much of the 
coast of Asia, from Ormuz to Japan. Their religion is, however, 
only a base and degenerate craft of Catholicism on the rotten 
trank of Paganism, and at the present day the native Christians 
aro inferior to the Mahomedans and Hindus of Northern India in 
intelligence and morality. The missionaries, though sometimes 
persecuted, continued to make progress. The most violent perse- 
cution to which they were exposed was in the year 1596, when 
the courage displayed by the Japanese onverts seems to have 
been worthy of the times of the early Church. The hostile 
cruisers of Holland appeared in the Japanese waters in 1602, and 
the Dutch did what they could to expose the policy of the 
Jesuits, Persecution became more and more frequent and severe, 
aud at length no foreigners were allowed to reside in any part of 
Japan except Nagasaki, and all the half-caste descendants of 
marriages between Portuguese and natives of Japan were banished 
from tho islands. A renewed effort of the Roman Catholic clergy 
to penetrate into the Empire of the Rising Sun was made’ in 
1642, when five Jesuits and three other priests were put to death. 
In 1709 the Church of Rome made a last effort to gain converts 
in Japan until these days, when their exertions are being recom- 
menced.

The scheme proposed by Mr. Chesson is a confederation, under the 
British Crown—upon the model of the Canadian Confederation— 
of all the Colonies of South Africa which are inhabited either by 
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British subjects or by persons who only ceased to be British sub-

The Shanghai Volunteers and the Graphic.—The last number of 
the Graphic contains « spirited engraving of the muster of the 
English volunteers in the public gardens at Shanghai. We regret 
that we cannot extend to the accompanying letter-press the praise 
which the illustration richly deserves; but this will be no surprise 
to the writer, who frankly avows his belief that ‘‘ the volunteers 
of Shanghai will not approve of what he has written.” It is as im- 
possible for them to do so, as it is deplorable to see any person of 
intelligence treating of matters which he does not understand in 
the style of the gentleman who writes the letter-press to match 
the illustrations in the Graphic. A very few lines will satisfy our 
readers as to the imbecility of the writer under notice. He asks, 
“ Why should the heavily-burdened citizen of England be taxed 
to protect a trader who voluntarily places his property on foreign 
soil?”’ The risk should in this “case be met, and probably is met, 
by private insurance arrangements.” Risum teneatis / The Graphic 
is, however, @ very meritorious and rising paper, and some day, 
perhaps, it may see the policy of placing its literary matter on 
something like an intellectual level with its embellishment. 

The March number of the Phenix opens well with Mr. Charles 
Carroll’s account of his rambles among the Formosa savages, 
from notes collected in 1866-67, when the writer was Acting- 
Consul at Taiwan. The same author’s translation of the ‘Cure 
for Jealousy ” is satisfactorily concluded, and supplemented with 
some instructive notes. Mr. Hyde Clark contributes a couple of 
columns on “The Phrygian, Etruscan, &c., and: Cauca-so-Tibe- 
tan,” whatever the individual in question may be, and Mr. Hodg- 
son continues his essay on the “ Literature and Religion of the 
Buddhists,” and Dr. Vampbell his ‘‘ Notes on Eastern Tibet,” in 
their well-known style. The most interesting of the other papers 
in the number is a reprint of the account of “ Kiukiang and its 
Vicinity,” which originally appeared in our own columns. 


An Mlustrated Natural History of British Butterflies. By Ed- 
ward Newman. London: Tweedie—When the author of this 
work was “a very little boy indeed,” he tells us that he loved 
butterflies much better than books, and a perusal of his volume 
leads us to the conclusion that, in after life this preference must 
have become confirmed. This, however, is of the less consequence, 
because, notwithstanding the many species of caterpillars which 
turn into butterflies, we may be sure that book-worms are not of 
the number ; and the present work contains all the information 
and entertainment that any reader, not being a book-worm, can 
expect to extract out of such 2 subject. 


The Secret Documents of the Second Empire. Translated by T.

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
‘ Hawepora, April 18, 

A ramour of a rather alarming nature, but as it turns out fortunately 
without foundation, has for some time past been agitating the German 
public, as, if there had been any truth in it it might have had'a pre- 
judicial effect on the scarcely yet consolidated unification of Germany. 
The ultramontane or clerical party in Bavaria, wishing to sow the seeds 
of discord, and prevent, if still possible, that kingdom from joining the 
rest of the Empire, put forward through its organs in the press the 
claims of Bavaria to the district of Weissenburg in Alsace, to round 
off her frontiers in the Pulatinate, and compensate her for her loss of 
territory after the events cf 1866 and the war indemnity of thirty 
millions of florins she had to pay. In the ineantime the Ministerial 
Bill for annexing Alsace and Lorraine as integral and inseparable parts 
of the German Empire has been brought in to the German Parliament, 
and pablic feeling on the subject has been much calmed by the fact that 
in the draft of the Bill not a word is said about any intention of 
cutting up Alsace and assigning any portion of it to separate States. On 
the contrary, it expressly states that the new territory shall belong to 
the Empire, and for the next three years be governed by a Viceroy ap- 
pointed by the Emperor, at the end of which period it shall be admitted 
to all the rights and privileges enjoyed by the other States, including 
its due representation in the Federal Council and the German Parlia- 
ment. 
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As the French Government under the present melancholy circum- 
stances is perfectly unable to fulfil its engagements, and liquidate even 
the first instalment of the war indemnity that fell due on the Ist of 
April, and as money is required for the army still occupying a part of 
France, the German Minister of Finance has applied to the Federal 
Parliament for a credit to the amount of 120,000,000 Prussian dollars, 
to be raised successively, as required, by the issue of Treasury Bonds 
bearing interest and redeemable at any period after the expiration of 
one year, so as to be prepared in case of need for any contingency that 
muy occur in consequence of the possible protracted inability of France 
to pay down the stipulated sums as they fall due. The only amount 
hitherto received has been the f.200,000,000, being the war contribu- 
tion imposed upon the City of Paris, and which produced 44,473,683 
thalers. The expenses of the war down tothe end of March amounted 
to 286,493,497 thalers, and in the present state of things there is but 
@ poor chance of the French being able to pay the next instalment of a 
milliard of francs, due in the course of this year, as they are not even 
able to pay the sums daily incurred for the food furnished to the Army 
of Occupation, as is also stipulated in the preliminary treaty of peace, 
which sums have to be advanced out of the German exchequer. 

It has been stated that the Emperor has appointed the 3rd of August 
for the triumphal entry of the Guards into Berlin ; but there is no truth 
in the assertion, the fact being that no day has yet been fixed, nor can one 
well be at present, as it entirely depends on the turn that affairs take in 
France. But when the happy event takes place there will be great re- 
joicings, and preparations on a grand scale are already being made to 
celebrate it in a becoming manner, and there will no doubt be a large 
influx of visitors, It is said that five hundred dollars have already been 
paid for the use of a window on the first floor of an hotel in ‘the Via 
Triumphalis to see the victorious troops march past, whilst the Munici- 
pal Corporation of Berlin have resolved to give a grand full-dress banquet 
to 1,000 persons, comprising the members of Parliament and the prin- 
cipal military officers who took part in the war. A contract has been 
made to furnish the dinner at the rate of twelve dollars per head, ex- 
clasive of wine. 

The embarkation of the French prisoners of war has been going on 
without interruption since my last letter, and is now about to assume 
still greater proportions, as it is decided to send the remainder still 
confined in different parts of the interior of Germany back by sea. For 
this purpose the French Government have chartered ten of the large 
passenger steamers belonging to the “Compagnie Transatlantique,” 
which have arrived in the Elbe, and the embarkation has already com- 
menced at Gluckstadt. Yesterday three special trains, with together 
about 5,000 prisoners and their military escort, arrived here from 
Spandau, Magdeburg, and Custrin, and after having been provided with 
a hot dinner at the railway station, were forwarded down to their place 
of embarkation, partly by rail and partly by steamers. 

It has been proposed to erect a Parliament House at Berlin, and to 
give it a monumental character, as a sort of memorial of the war with 
France, the political union of Germany, and the revival of the German 
Empire ; but, on the other hand, the well-founded objection has been 
brought forward that Parliamentary life is still so new and untried that 
no experience has hitherto been made as to the local requirements for 
committee-rooms, library, and other similar offices; besides, it is far 
from impossible that in the course of constitutional development the 
present Bundesrath, or Federal Council, may eventually become a House 
of Lords. Under these circumstances the subject has been allowed to 
drop for the present. 

The Japanese Prince Mitz-no-Mija has arrived at Berlin witha nu- 
merous suite, and taken up his quarters at the Hotel de Rome, Under 
den Linden. He is accompanied by a diplomatic agent of the Japanese 
Government, by name Samejima, who is to remain permanently at 
Berlin as the accredited Chargé d’ Affaires of his native country. The 
Prince intends to reside in Germany for several years, and study its 
political and military institutions. He is said to be the brother of the 
Japanese Prince now in England, who was lately presented to the 
Queen, and is accompanied by Baron Alexander von Siebold, who is 
now in the Japanese service, and acts in the capacity of interpreter. 

According to accounts received from Eastern Siberia, and published 
in the Government journal at Irkutzk, the quantity of gold found in 
1870 was as follows :—In the Government of Jeneisseisk, 500 poods of 
44 lbs. each, being 50 poods more than in 1869; in the Jakutzk terri- 
tory, 612 poods, 47 poods more than in 1869; in the province of Trans- 
Baikal, 252 poods, 46 poods more than in 1869; and in the Amoor terri- 
tory, 187 poods—making together 1,530 poods. 

The Imperial Chancellor and Princess Bismark have issued cards of 
invitation to all the members of the German Parliament and the 
Federal Council to attend their Saturday evening soirees till the 6th of 
May, from which it is inferred to be his intention of closing the session 
in the succeeding week. The autumnal session will probably be con- 
vened for a month in the beginning of September. 

Now that the war is over the office of Governor-General of the coast 
district is abolished, and we are no longer under martial law. The Em- 
peror is so pleased with the energetic conduct of the Governor-General 
—General Vogel von Falckenstcin—in his arrangements for the coast 
defences, that he has conferred on him the Order of the Black Eagle, 
the highest and most valued distinction in Prussia. 

The Austrian Rear-Admiral, Baron von Petz, lately in command of 
the Expedition to the Far East, has received the Emperor's permission 
to accept and wear the decoration of a Knight Commander of the Order 
of Kamehami I., conferred on him by the King of the Sandwich Islands.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTTERDAM, April 19. 

The members of the Second Chamber met yesterday for the despatch 
of business; they at onco will deal with the several Budgets which are 
already examined in the sections, whilst the Ministers are now answer- 
ing to the reports. Mr. de Casembroot has again asked permission 
to interpollate the Ministry about the question of the marriages of naval 
officers. I told you some time ago that the Chambers had decided that 
these officers should be free to marry. The matter, however, seems not 
to be decided definitively, because the Minister of the naval department 
is of opinion that the officers are free in their choice, but that, having 
chosen a wife, they must still ask the approbation of his Majesty. The 
papers generally protested against this apprehension, and consequently 
the question is to be brought again on the tapzs. 

The only topic of importance which is discussed by the papers is the 
question if the Government shall grant a subsidy to a steam line be- 
tween Flushing and New York. There is a good deal of opposition to 
this plan, which is proposed by five members of the Chamber; it is 
generally condemned, and principally because some months ago a privato 
company was established here, whose aim is to run steamers between 
Rotterdam and New York. The greater part of the papers condemn 
the intention that private undertakings should be starved by the State 
refusing subsidies. I hope that the appeal made in behalf of this line 
will cause that a demand will also be made in behalf of a subsidy for a 
steam line between Java and Australia. Everyone is convinced that it 
is of the greatest urgency that such a communication should be esta- 
blished, in order to promote the trade relations between both these 
countries, but nevertheless the matter is enormously neglected by the 
Government. It certainly would be unjust to grant a subsidy to a 
Dutch line which is quite superfluous, and to withhold it from a steam 
communication which would greatly improve the trade with India. 

The addresses which are forwarded to the Second Chamber, in order 
to protest against the plans of the Minister of the Colonial Department, 
to revise the India tariff in a liberal way, are augmenting in number 
every day. The cotton traders and manufacturers are most earnest in 
behalf of protectionism. 

The election of an M.P. in Roermond has not given a favourable re- 
sult for the Liberals, the clerical and Conservative candidate, Mr. 
Arnoldts, having beaten, by a majority of 300 votes, the Liberal 
candidate, the ex-M.P., Mr. Cornelis. Mr. Arnoldts was in his place 
yesterday in the sitting. The Liberal party has lost in Mr. Cornelis a 
warm and zealous supporter. 

Some papers of small importance are discussing the question of emi- 
gration from here to our East India Colonies, in order to provide work- 
men in those parts of the colonies where there is great want of hands, 
and to find at the same time means to decrease the poverty in our 
country. The principal question is; how to find the necessary money 
for the passage, the State not being inclined to grantit. This matter 
does not enjoy the sympathy of the principal papers, who do not say 
one word about it. 





THE ROYAL MARINES IN JAPAN. 

The Army and Navy Gazette says:—We have been appealed to 
several times lately to preas upon the authorities the claim for a medal, 
or some recognition, for the services rendered by the squadron and 
battalion of Royal Marines, under Admiral Kuper, in Japan. This 
claim requires no recommendation but a plain statement of facta. 
Two successful engagements were fought against the Japanese; the 
first against heavy odds, and under trying circumstances. There was 
considerable loss of life, but the desired results were obtained. Three 
large steamers and seventy guns were captured, and a large indemnity 
was paid by the Japanese. No medal or prize money has been given. 
We ask, Why? Had there been no precedent, probably nothing would 
have been thought of the matter. Now medals have been deservedly 
given for the North-West Frontier and New Zealand, and large sums 
of extra pay, besides a medal, for Abyssinia. Is it not natural to 
ask, Why is Japan forgotten? If it is considered undesirable to lessen 
the.value of medals, we are proceeding the right way to obtain this 
end, namely, by giving them to people who have never seen an 
enemy, and withholding them from others who have actually been 
under fire. The cost for medals might almost be defrayed by the sam 
which could be realised by the sale of the few Japanese guns now at 
Ryde, and offered to the highest bidder by Measrs. E. and E. Emanuel. 





A peorstow has been given in the Admiralty Court for £400, and an 
extra sum of £128, for services rendered by the steamer London in 
towing the Waverley (from Manila) into Lisbon. A much larger sum 
was claimed by the London.

Monetary and Commercial,

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on Indiatwere received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£295,800, to Bombay £100,000, and to Madras £4,200. The 
minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. ]0¢d. on all the Presi- 
dencies, and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 102d., will re- 
ceive about 3 per cent.; on Bombay, at 1s. 103d., about 30 per 
cent., and those above in full. These results show a slight in. 
crease in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

Berlin advices mention that a new North German Loan for 
20,000,000 thalers (about £3,300,000 sterling) has been privately 
subscribed by a combination of bankers, the same as those who 
took a large portion of the previous loans. No public subscrip- 
tion will be made, and the price of the private one has not trans- 
pired. 

At the meeting of the North British and Mercantile Insurance 
Company at Edinburgh the fire premiums of the year were stated 
at £555,179, an increase of £49,750, and the losses at £323,925. 
The new life policies were 879, for £810,632, yielding in pre- 
miums £24,348. The fire reserve funds now amount to £745,123, 
and the accumulated funds of the life department to £2,313,777. 
A dividend of 15s. per share for the half-year ended the 31st of 
December, making, with the 10s. per share paid for the half-year 
to the 30th of June, 20 per cent., was declared, together with a 
bonus of 10s. per share, or 8 per cent. ; in all 28 per cent, for the 
year. 

The disastrous results of the Joint-Stock Company mania 
are still appazent. No less than fifty-four joint-stock companies 
are now be'ng wound up, either voluntarily or under orders from 
the Court of Chancery.

At the mecting of the shareholders in the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank of India, held on the 18th inst., the report was unanimously 
adopted.

At the meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, on the 19th, 
the shareholders very wisely refraincd from any hostile conduct 
towards the board of directors, and we attribute this entirely to 
the fact that the directors did not attempt to make on pleasant 
by disguising the scrious nature of the losses, All kinds of 
rumours were in circulation as to the intentions of some of the 
sharcholders to propose “a want of confidence in the directors,” 
while others were said to be ready to propose winding up. These 
gentlemen, finding they were not supported, refrained from saying 
anything, and thus avoided a further injury to the value of the 
shares. Many shareholders are of opinion that with the aid of 
the telegraph now working to the ports in the Far East there is 
good reason to believe that the heavy losses which the Bank had 
experienced would not be repeated, anda more hopeful prospect 
was beforc them. The directors’ report aud balance sheet, as also 
a report of the meeting, will be found in another page. 

The Munchester Courier states that Messrs. 8. J. Cohen and Co., 
whose suspension has just been announced, co:nmenced business 
rather more than ten weeks ago, and during that period they 
have bought £8,000 worth of goods, all of which have been con- 
siyned to India for sale, an advance of £6,000 having been ob- 
tained upon’ them. <A reward of £50 has been offered for Mr. 
Cohen’s apprehension, it being believed that he has left Manches- 
ter with £1,500 in his possession.

“ Efforts are being made in the shipping trade to put a stop toa 
custom which prevails with regard to freight engagements in China, 
where, if a vessel is partially laden at certain rates of freight, and 
a lower rate is subsequently taken for a portion of cargo to fill up, the 
lower rate thus accepted is held to be the one that must rule the 
whole, the shipowner being left with the alternative of agreeing to 
the reduction or of discharging the cargo already on board. The 
practice prevails in no other quarter, and it would be difficult to 
imagine anything more calculated to disorganise the legitimate course 
of business. The General Shipowners’ Society of London addregsed, 
some months back, an able circular on the subject.ta the mercantile 
houses in China and to the Chambers of Commerce of Shanghai and 
Hong Kong.” : 

The following is the report of the directors of the Singapore 
Gas Company, to be presented at the meeting to-morrow :— 

“ The directors have to report that the working of the company during 
Mr. Wells's absence has not been satisfactory. Up to the middle of Oc- 
tober last, from the returns they received, they fully believed that the 
working was going on as favourably as usual, but at that date it became 
evident that this was not the case ; and on Mr. Wells’s return.to Singa- 
pore he had to report, upon full investigation, that a considerable defi- 
ciency existed in the coal stock. Upon taking stock at the end of the 
year this deficiency was found to amount to about 856 tons. Apart 
from this deficiency the working of the company had been much as 
usual, and the directors, after much consideration, propose to the 
shareholders that one-third of the deficiency should be charged to 
profit and loss for the half-year ending December 31st, 1870. Owing 
to the increase of the consumption of gas the directors have entered 
into a contract for a new gas holder, which they hope will be erected 
complete before the end of the present year. The directors have to 
announce with extreme regret the death of one of their colleagues, 
Mr. Benjamin Cooke. The directors going out of office by rotation 
are Messrs. William Henry de Feuvre, Frederick Alexander Malcolm 
Nicol, and Henry Palfrey Stephenson, and these gentlemen being eligible 
for re-election, offer themselves for the support of the -shareholders.

Williams, retire from office according to the Articles, and being eligible 
for re-election, offer themselves to the shareholders for that purpose.

DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 


(PRESENTED AT THE SEVENTEENTH ORDINARY GENERAL MEETING, 197s APRIL, 1871.) 





The Directors, in submitting to the Shareholders the Balance-sheet of the Bank for the year ended 3lst December, 
1870, regret that they are unable to recommend the payment of a Dividend. 

In their Circular, dated 5th October last, the Directors informed the Shareholders that provision would have to be made 
for losses, then estimated at £72,000, viz., £22,000, caused by a fraud committed at Shanghai, and £50,000, arising from 
depreciation in the value of Securities held in connection with overdue Bills and Advances. 


The severe depression in the markets experienced last autumn was aggravated during the remainder of the year by the 
continuance of the war ; but, notwithstanding these unfavourable circumstances, the whole of the produce held by the Bank, 
with the exception of a small quantity (valued at £8,300), has been realised. The result is that after taking credit for the 
profits of the year, and the amounts held in reserve, a sum of £59,022 9s, 11d. has to be carried forward as a deficiency to 
be met by future earnings ; but that sum, representing 74 per cent. of the Capital, is fully believed to be a most ample pro- 
vision for all losses known or apprehended, and does not justify the recent depreciation of the Shares. 


It will be observed that the profits for the past twelve months are considerably below the average of previous years. 
The Directors deem it important, therefore, to state that this falling off aroge, not only from the exceptional causes referred 
to in their last Circular, but in a still greater degree from the disturbance of the Exchanges, more especially in China, on 
the suddan outbreak of the war in Europe, aud from the restrictions which the Directors, as a measure of precaution, then 
imposed upon the transactions of the various agencies. Although these restrictions necessarily curtailed the profits of the 
Bank, their effect has been to maintain the business on a perfectly sound footing ; and, judging from the advices already 
received, the operations of the Agencies during the present year are of a satisfactory character. 

The Shareholders are assured that the Directors are more than ever alive to the necessity of enforcing, at all the 
establishments of the Bank, the strictest economy consistent with efficient management. In consequence of the continuous 
decline during the last few years in the value of money in the East, the rates of Interest allowed on Deposits, both at home 
and abroad, have been reduced. 

The Directors have to report that Mr. George Ure Adam, who ably filled the post of manager from the commence- 
ment of the Bank’s operations, has been compelled, through impaired ill-health, to retire on superannuation, and has been 
sucoeeded by Mr. John Howard Gwyther, lately the Sub-Manager. 

A vacancy in the Board has been created since the last Annual Meeting, in consequenee of Mr. John Allan resigning 
his seat on account of ill-health. The Directors have provisionally elected in his place Mr. Andrew Cassels, lately a 
partner of Messrs. John Peel and Co., of Manchester, and of Messrs. Peel, Cassels, and Co., of Bombay, and the shareholders 
are now invited to confirm this election. Mr. Ludwig Wiese, formerly a partner of Messrs. Siemssen and Co., of China, 
has also consented to join the Direction ; but, in terms of the Deed of Settlement, his election must be postponed until he 
has been a shareholder for a period of six months. The Directors believe that these gentlemen will form valuable 
acquisitions to the Board. 

Mr. Jobn Jones and Mr. William Macnaughtan now retire by rotation, and, being re-eligible, offer themselves to the 
choice of the Shareholders. The two Auditors, Mr. Jonathan Thorp and Owen Lewis, having completed their year of 
office, likewise again tender their services.
